Upland is growing, slowly but consistently and  sub- 
stantially. At the rate of growth, indicated in the figures 
given above, it is very safe to forecast that each year will 

' gee an average increase of at least 200 in the popula- 
tion here. This will give Upland a total of more than 8,000 
people in 1950. 

- This community, however, can increase at more than just 
an “average rate”’ Somewhat laggard in its early develop- 
ment, Upland should make up for ‘‘lost time’’ and within 10 
years the population within the city limits should—snd can 
be—10,000 people. 

Such an increase would be good for everyone concerned. 
Such an increase would mean many residential and struc- 
tural improvements. Any possibility of a residential in- | 
crease here, therefore, should be whole-heartedly welcomed 
and encouraged. 

Prevailing here at certain times in the past has been a 
feeling of defeatism and the city’s growth has not been en- 
couraged. 

Admittedly, there have been times in the past when it 
seemed there was not much hope of Upland becoming much 
arger. And frankly, the preliminary report on the 1940 
_eensus is somewhat of a surprise. In recent years there have 

been many new houses erected and there has been a very , 
definite increase in the number of residents. 
* The city right now is at the point of more rapid expan- 
gion and development. Coming of the Cal-Aero corporation 
_ will directly and indirectly benefit Upland. Other industrial 
organizations are likely to look this way and to locate here. 
_* Amorig many businessmen and other residents there is a 
feeling of ‘‘getting ready’’ for a new growth. A little “Face 
‘lifting’ is being done on Second avenue and more is being 
contemplated. 
Southern California as a whole will continue to draw 
thousands annually. Upland should be among the leaders of 
the small communities and should get its share of growth.
